DRASTIC MEASURES ARE TAKEN 
ITOSTAMP OOT RECENT REVOLTS 


General Serrano, Presidential Candidate, and 
13 of His Followers Are Executed; Claimed 
That Only Two Rebel Military Groups Re­ 
main in Army Today

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 5.—Further executions were an­ 
nounced in the government’s campaign to stamp out mili­ 
tary revolt following upon the news of the execution of 
General Serrano, presidential candidate, and 13 of his fol­ 
lowers.
